Spain; Foraſmuch as it hath been thought convenient, 
that all, andany the Laws, Edidts, and Acts by which 
the Importation of Cloth, or any other Woollen Ma- 
nufacture, of what kind ſoever, dyed, or undyed, 
mill'd, or unmill'd, into Flaxders, or the other Pro- 
vinces, hath been prohibited, be revoked and diſan- 
nul'd; and that it any Right, Tribute, Impoſiticn, 
Charge or Money, hath been, with permiſſion, or 
otherwiſe, put upon Cloaths, or any of the aforeſaid 
Woollen Manufactures ſo imported (except the anci- 
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ent Tribute upon every piece of Cloth, and propor- 
tionably upon every; other Woollen Manutacture, 
agreeable ro the ancient Treaties and Agreements 
berween the then Kings of Zxeland, and the Dukes 
of Burgundy, and Governours of the Low-Countries) 
theſame ſhould be altogether void. and no ſuch Tri- 
bute or Impoſition from henceforth impoſed, or put 
upon the ſa d Clothes or Manufictures, for no cauſe 
or pretext whatſoever, Andthat all rhe Engliſh Met - 
chants, trading in any of the ſaid Provinces, their 
Factors, Servants, or Commiſſioners, ſhould enjoy 
trom henceforward, all the Priviledges, Exemptions, 
Immunities and Benefits, which formerly have been 
agreed and given by the atoreſaid ancient Treaties and 
Agreements, between the then Kings of England,and 
the Dukes of Burgnnay, and Goyeinours of the Lows- 
Countries: It is therefore agreed, That Deputics ſhall 
be named by the King of Great Britain, who meeting 
with the Marqueſs of Caftelroarizo, or the Governour 
of thoſe Provinces for the time being, or any other 
Miniſters of the King of Fpain, ſufficiently authoriſed 
in this behalf, ſhall triendly Treat and Conclude here- 
upon ; and alſo ſuch further Priviledges, Immunities, 
and neceſſary Exemptions, ſuitable to the preſent ſtate 
of Afﬀairs, ſhall be granted forthe encouragement of 
the ſaid Merchants and Adventurers, and for the ſe-
